Tnc  ronimencenient  of  this  debate 
has  been  represented,  by  the  military 
figure,  as  a skirmisliing — a war  ol  s!)ari>- 
shboters ; and  in  the  progress  of  the 
conflict,  we  have  been  saluted  with  the 
tluindcis  of  t ic  artillery.

was  fust  iniruilnccd  into  tiie  coiinirv. 
Those,  on  the  other  fi-ind,  who  have  con-' 
tended  for  the  .s^ivertigniy  of  the  states, 
and  opposed  the  measure  of  rcslrictioi 
as  an  assumption  of  power  unknown  in 
the  constitution,  have  given  a latitude  to 
their  expressions  wliich  has  been  con- 
ctnicd  into  a jnstiiicjiticn  cd'the  ptinci 
pic  of  slavery.  Misccnceptions,  a.ndmis 
coi.sttt;:  tiens  o"f  languav-f,  protlticint' 
crimination  and  ivcriniin:  ticn,  shot), 
ever  be  avoided  in  tins  body,  csperiallv 
upon  this  tielicate  subject.  On  review- 
ing the  scope  of  argument,  on  both  sides, 
I am  satisfied  that  the  one,  cannot  be 
j'lstly  charged  with  advocating  the  sen 
timents  which  their  language  wovia 
s-cm  to  indicate  ; nor  the  other,  with  an 
attempt  to  justify  the  abstract  principle 
ol  slavery,  as  citlicr  religiously,  moral. v, 
or  politically  correct.  Noi.e  will  pre- 
tenn,  that  l.ongress  can  interfere  with' 
t.ie  subject  of  slavery  in  the  several 
siatis;  and  no  member  of  the  Senate 
could  advocate  the  slave  trade  without 
cxciiingthe  indignation  of  the  whole  na- 
ti'in.  The.  tree  is  known  by  its  fruit. 
And  let  me  entreat  yon.  sir,  to  recollect 
what  has  been  the.  conduct  of  the  repre- 
senia-.ivts  of  states,  where  this  proiierty 
is  recognized,  from  tlio  Conimencemcnt 
o'.  liOti,  the  momctit  in  v.’!;ich  the  gen- 
eral govermnert  was  authorised  by  ilic 
constiuition  to  put  an  end  to  this  merci- 
less trartic.  Not  a solitary  voice  has  been 
raised  in  favor  of  the  African  slave  fade. 
.A  universal  disposition  has  ever  hcci, 
evinced  to  onniiiiiate  forever  liiis  cruel 
branch  of  commerce,  whicii  swells  cverv 
bosom  with  sorrow  ; witich  fills  every 
heart  with  indignation.  If  all  the  slates, 
in  which  slavery  exists,  can  furnish  om,* 
exception — it  the  slave  trade  has  ever 
l.a  ! one  advocate  within  these  walls,  let 
it  I.e  proclaimed  to  the  world  ! No 
sucli  except  on  docs  exist' — no  such  ad- 
vociitc  can  lie  found.  For  my  own  part, 
in  vifity  1 protest,  that  no  person  in  cx 
istcncc  miue.  cl.-tcsis  this  abominable 
Irjfiic  in  liuinan livings  than  mjsci'  ; and 
1 .-'.m  coniicient,  that  every  man  wi.om  I 
represent,  lias  the  same  abhorrent  ftei 
ings  in  relxiion  to  the  subject.  But,  sir, 
the  riglit  of  Congress  to  interfere  in 
property  of  tl'.is,  or  any  other  descrip- 
tion, is  quite  a ditferent  ciuestion.  It 
was  originally  imposed  upon  us  by  the 
policy  of  great  Britain;  but  now,  wc  liave 
acquired  in  it  a legitimate  proprrety  ; wi.- 
have  paid  for  it  onr  money  ; we  hold  it 
under  the  sanction  of  law,  and  have  the 
rigfi*  to  dispose  of  it  as  we  please.  The 
general  govc  nnurit,  if  not  pledged  to 
guarantee  to  us  the  enjoyment  of  it,  cer- 
tainly have  no  right,  constilntional  or 
moral,  to  wrest  it  from  us.  We  hold  not 
onisclvea  accountable  to  the  nation  for 
the  treatment  we  shall  observe,  or  the 
dispi  silion  we  shall  make  ot  this,  more 
man  any  other  species  of  property,  nor 
.'ill  any  be  permitted  to  dictate  our  con 
uct  therein.  Notwithstanding  these 
scir.inieiUs,  no  person  can  more  sincere 
t lament,  iban  I do,  the  existence  of 
involuntary  servitude  in  the  U.  Stales  ; 
atiil  none  would  make  greater  personal 
sacrifices,  could  I discover  a w'ay,  in  rhe 
providence  < f God,  to  bring  it  to  an  end. 

Wc  are  not  the  only  people  who  have 
ad  slaves;  yes,  and  slaves,  of  tluir own 

niplexion.  I speak  not  this  to  justify 
t ■'  principle;  but  to  remind  yon  of  the 
fact,  that  slavery  has  existed  from  the 


providing  lor  its  gradual  abolilion. 
) es.  Sir,  those  wlio  are  now  most  c^r- 
scions  III  their  dcclamati'jiis  against  sia- 
very,  have  Ly  tluir  own  acts,  in  theii 
own  states,  sanctioned  every  piinciple 
which  the  stave-l-.oldcr  in  other  states, 
either  sanctions  or  avows  ; hccatis-  , in 
the  gradual  instead  of  sudden  abolition, 
they  have  ackiiowiedged  the  existence  oi 
that  state  of  things  among  themselves, 
Wliich  justified  the  holding  of  sonic  in  a 
stat^  ol  involuntary  servitude  for  life, 
and  of  other-s  for  a term  of  years.  If 
such  has  been  the  policy  of  states,  whet  ' 
the  number  of  slaves,  owing  originally 
to  the  coldness  of  tlieir  climate  rallur 
than  to  any  other  moral  cause,  bore  bot 
a very  small  jmcportion  to  tneir  whole 
population,  it' is  but  reasonable  to  con- 
clnde,  that  they  would  have  justified  the 
same  policy  which  has  governed  t heii 
sistv  r states,  had  it  been  their  lot  to  have 
eniljosotiitd  as  great  a proportion  of 
Slaves. 

But  humanity  is  the  plea.  And  can 
gciitlemcn  sincerely  believe  that  Hie 
cause  ot  huindnity  will  be  |)roniotcd  by 
still  confining  this  population  within  such 
limits  as  that  lii(  ir  relative  rminbcrs  will 
oppose  everlasting  obstacles  to  their  c- 
mancipation  ? Upon  the  most  extensive 
pi  inciple  cf  philanthropy,  I say,  let  them 
sprcatl  forth  uilh  the  growing  exuiit  of 
our  nation.  I am  sure  I plead  the  cause 
of  humanity,  I advocate  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  sons  of  bondage,  when  I en- 
treat you  to  give  them  room  to  be  bap 
(ly  ; and  so  tlispgrse  them,  as  that,  und. : 
tiic  auspices  of  Providence,  tliey  mav 
one  day  enjoy  the  rights  of  man,  uithoul 
ocnvulsing  ii.e  empire  or  endanger. ii;; 
society.  We  must  now  take  the  worlo 
us  wc  find  it ; not  as  we  would  have  it, 
and  adopt  our  tiieasurcs  to  the  acitiai 
state  ol  things.  The  cruelties  which 
li  e p’list  cannot  be  retracted  ; and  upon 
t.'ie  slave  trade  wc  can  now  only  look 
back  Mith  einctioTts  of  regret,  tvhich 


earliest  ages  of  antiquity  to  the  present 
day.  Nor  has  Us  existence  been  confin- 
ed to  lieailien  nations;  both  Jews  and 
Christians,  bclieveis  as  well  as  unbeiicv 
ers,  in  divine  rzvclation,  from  the  pa- 
triarchs of  fiod’s  ancient  people  to  the 
present  lime, have  been  the  propi  ietors  of 
slaves,  witlioutonc  admonition  from  Hea- 
ven in  the  whole  book  ol  inspiration  a- 
gainsi  it,  The  law  of  Moses,  delivered 
by  tlie  Almighty  himself  for  the  gov^ 
eminent  of  his  own  chosen  race,  recog- 
nized a complete  property  in  slaves. — 

“ .Abiiabam,  the  father  of  the  faithful, 
the  friend  of  God,”  had  upwards  of 
two  hundred  born  in  his  own  house, 
whom  he  tf'iiied  to  war.  Isa.vc,  l7ic 
child  inherited  this  property, 

and  J tcoB  the  iirogenitor  of  the  twelve 
trilics  ot  Israel,  had  bond-mcB  and  bond- 
maids of  his  o«n.  We  even  find  the 
same  custom  to  have  prevailed  with  them 
which  continues  to  the  present  day; 
that  when  a daughter  was  given  in  mar- 
riage, she  received,  as  a gift  from  her 
father,  a maid  servant ; and  a man  ser- 
vant was  given  with  a son.  Under  the 
benign  influence  of  the  gospel  dispensa- 
tion, no  change  in  this  respect  is  found. 

1 he  Apostle  Paul,  in  his  letters  to  the) 
cluiiT.lies  and  Colossc,  and  in  his  instruc- 
tion to  'l  iinothy,  designerl  for  all  Chris- 
tians, and  in  all  ages,  speaking  of  the 
relative  and  reciprocal  duties  of  parents 
and  children,  of  husbands  and  wives,  nev- 
er fails  to  cxiiort  servants,  or  slaves,  to 
be  obedient  to  their  masters,  and  masters 
to  deal  gently  with  tiieir  s'avt  s.  Pideli 
ty,onthe  part  of  the  slave,  and  kindness, 
on  the  part  of  the  master,  are  thus  made 
ciiristian  duties;  but  emancipation  is  not 
even  hinted  at,  as  the  right  of  the  one, 
or  the  obligation  of  the  other.  Before  1 
leave  iiiis  part  of  the  subject  it  may  not 
be  improper  to  advert  to  the  story  of 
Onesimus:  he  was  the  slave  of  Phile- 
mon, a tlistinguised  Christian  minister. 
Onesimus  fled  from  his  master  and  went 
to  Rome,  where,  by  the  instruction  of 
Paul,  he  was  convened  to  the  Christian 
faith.  Paul  found  f.im  useful  in  the 
cause,  and  desired  to  retain  nim  in  Rome; 
but  recognizing  the  property  ofrl.ilcm  n 
in  him,  he  had  no  hesitation  to  reman 
Onesimus  to  his  master;  an;!  not  even  to 
employ  him  in  the  cause  of  God,  without 
first  obtaining  his  master's  consent.  Now, 
Sir,  as  it  is  evident,  that,  under  every 
(lispeiisalion  ol  1 leaven,  slavery  has  ex 
isied,  and  that  neither  patriarchs,  propn 
cts,  nor  apostles,  to  whom  tlie  word  of 
j inspiration  was  committed,  ever  made 
the  s'lbject  a test  of  (liety,  or  matter  of 
animadversion,  I know  oi' no  principle, 
either  human  or  divine,  by  which  slavc- 
liolders  in  America,  can  be  jusiiy  rep 
robaicd  as  the  most  odious  ol  mankiiul. 

Do  I attempt  to  justify  the  priiiciph 
ol  slavery  i.y  t..i's  adverting  to  sacred 
history  to  prove  its  existence  junong  good 
.lien  ? No.  Pnit  the  allusion  is  made  to 
prove  tnis  fact ; that  there  may  he  a 
slntc  of  things  in  w bich  slavery  beconic.s 
a nccessaiy  evil,  end  in  wliich  its  exis- 
tence is  not  inconiiiatilile  with  true  reli- 
gion. Such  a slate  of  things,  the  geii- 
iicmcii  on  the  ojipcsite  side  must  ac 
knowledge  to  have  existed  among  them- 
selves ; lor  in  the  abolition  of  slavery  in 
the  states  wlicre  it  is  abolished,  thong:, 
tlic  number  was  small,  yet.  the  wisdom 
of  their  icgisiztt'.res,  in  almost  every  in- 
stance, jircventcd  the  evils  which  thc\ 
expected  to  result  Irom  a suiklen  change, 


have  but  onehalm  of  t onsolatibn  to  miti- 
gate our  sorrows.  It  is  this,  that  outra- 
ges upon  humanity  may  be  toler..ted  in 
tiviiizcd  society,  which  art  over-ruled 
by  divine  Providence,  for  the  ultimato 
good  of  those  who  were  the  victims  of 
rnu'lty.  Such  has  been  the  consequence 
of  the  slave  trade  ; and  let  it  now'  be  our 
ubject  to  make  thorn  feel  the  benefit, 
since  they  have  not  been  exempted  from 
the  misery. 

There  is  no  just  cause  for  irritation  on  v 
this  subject.  Wc  should  suppress  our 
feelings,  when  they  threaten  to  trans- 
port us  beyond  the  bounds  of  reason.— 
Early  habits  beget  strong  prejudices?— 
and  under  a lieavy  burden  of  them  we 
'll  labour.  But  it  becomes  us  te  bring 
llicni  to  one  common  altar,  and  consume 
them  together.  Before  wc  compel  our 
brother  to  pluck  the  mote  from  his  eye. 

It  will  be  wise  to  take  the  beam  from 
ur  own.  On  this  occasion,  I cannot 
omit  to  mention  my  own  feelings  on  a 
former  occurrence.  When  I firslcamo 
to  C')ngress,it  was  with  mingled  emotions 
ol  horror  and  surprize  that  I saw  citi- 
zens from  the  non-slave-holding  states, 
as  they  are  called — yes,  and  members  of 
both  branches  of  our  national  legislature 
— riding  in  a cuach  and  four,  with  a 
white  servant,  seated  before,  managing 
tlic  reins,  another  standing  behind  the 
coach,  and  both  of  thcsi  wliitc  servants 
in  livery.  Is  this,  said  1 to  mys'  If,  the 
degraded  condition  of  the  citizen,  on 
whose  voice  the  liberties  of  a nation 
may  depend  ? I could  not  reconcile  it 
with  my  ideas  of  freedom  ; because,  in 
the  state  where  I received  my  first  im- 
pressions, slaves  alone  were  servile.  All 
white  men  there,  are  on  an  equality  ; and 
CAcry  citizen  feels  his  independence.— 
We  have  no  classes;  no  patrician  or 
plcbianrank.  Honesty  ana  honor  form 
all  the  distinctions  that  are  felt  or  known. 
Whatever  may  he  the  condition  of  a ci- 
tizen with  us,  you  must  treat  him  as  an 
equal.  Phis,  1 find,  is  not  so,  in  every 
pat  t of  the  non-slaveholding  states,  espe-^ 
dally  ill  your  populous  cities,  where 
ranks  anu  distinctions,  the  pre.  ursors  ot 
aristocracy,  already  begin  to  exist.  They 
wiiose  business  it  is  to  perform  menia! 
offices  in  other  states,  are  as  servile  ns 
o ir  slaves  in  the  west.  Where  is  rhe 
great  dilTcrence  betwixt  the  condMoi 
him  w ho  keeps  your  stable,  who  bl:  ..j 
your  bools,  who  holds  your  stirrups,  oi 
nioim'.s  behind  your  coach  when  you 
ride,  and  the  slave  who  obeys  the  com- 
mand of  his  master  ? There  may  be  a no- 
minal difTtrcnce  ; but  it  would  be  diffi- 
cult to  describe  its  reality.  In  the  one 
case,  it  is  called  voluntary,  because  it  is 
imposed  by  his  own  necessity;  in  the 
cither,  invoiuni  ry,  because  imposed  by 
the  will  ol  another.  Whatever  difFcrl- 
ence  ti  erem.ty  he  in  the  principle,  the 
ellocts  upon  society  are  the  same.  The 
condition,  in  some  respects,  is  in  favor  of 
t..e  slave.  He  is  supplied  with  food  and 
Clothing  ; and  in  the  hour  of  sickness  he 
finds  r.  iici.  Ko  ;inxious  cares  in  rela- 
tion to  age  anu  infirmity,  invade  his 
breast  II  fears  no  duns;  careless  of 
tne  pressure  of  the  times,  he  dreads  not 
t.ic  coercion  ofpa.  ment,  nor  feels  the 
cruelty  ol  -.hat  code  which  confines  the 
white  servant  in  prison  because  tne  iron 
hand  of  proveriy  has  wrested  from  him 

the  means  of  support  for  his  family 

Thoug:i  slavery  still  must  be  confessed 


a bitter  draught,  yet,  where  the  stamp  of 
nature  marks  the  distinction,  and  when 
the  mind,  from  early  habit,  is  moulded 
to  the  condition,  t..e  slave  often  finds 
icss  biiterness  in  the  cup  of  iife  than 
most  white  Aervanis.  What  is  tiie  con- 
dition of  many,  who  arc  continually  sa- 
iutiiig  our  ears  with  cries  of  want,  even 
in  this  city  ? M ii,  women,  boys,  girls, 
f' in  infancy  to  oid  age,  craving  relief 
li  oin  every  passenger.  Are  they  slaves  ? 
No.  Ami.iig  the  slaves  are  no  beggars; 
ii'i  vagrants  ; non  : idle  tor  want  of  em- 
ploy, or.  t rying  for  want  of  bread.  Eve- 
i>  condition  of  .ii.-  nas  its  evils;  and 
most  evils  have  some  palliative  ; though, 
p riiaps,  none  less  than  those  of  white 
menials.  Yet,  sir,noncare  more  lavish 
of  their  censures  against  slave-holders 
than  those  lordlings  with  livery  servants 
of  their  own  complexion.  For  my  own 
p .rt,  1 have  hithcito  been  fortunate  in 
my  public  course,  in  having  retained  the 
confidence  of  my  fellow  citizens.  I 
triumphed  over  the  most  troubled 
bled  Clements — I have  even  braved  the 
storm  produced  by  the  famous  compen- 
sation law  ; but  I never  could  stand  liav- 
ihg  white  servants  dressed  in  livery.  No 
sir,  when  the  honest  laborer,  the  me- 
chanic, however  poor,  or  whatevt. .■  bo 
his  employment,  visits  my  house,  it 
matters  not  « hat  company  is  there,  he 
must  sit  with  me  at  my  hoard,  and  rea 
ceive  the  same  treatment  as  the  most 
distinguished  guest ; because  in  him  I 
recognize  a fellow-citizen  and  an  equal. 

Ti  e roiidition  of  the  slave  is  but  little 
unhf  rst.'ioi.  by  laosc  who  arc  not  the  eye- 
wi.iK  sses  of  his  treatment.  His  suffer, 

i. igs  re  greatly  aggravated  in  their  a[>- 
pr.  ii  nsioii.  'i'he  general  character  of 
the  slave-holding  community  can  no 
ii'ire  be  determined,  nor  should  t:iey  be 
any  more  stigmatized,  by  a particular 

ii, s'.,ince  of  cruelty  to  a slave,  than  the 
CiiLuaetcr  of  the  non-slaveholding  com- 
munity by  a particular  instance  of  cruei- 
tv  in  a parent  towards  his  child,  a gua"v 


^ ian  to  his  ward,  or  a master  to  his  ap- 
prentice. No  man  among  us  can  be 
cruel  to  his  slave  without  incurring  the 
execration  of  the  whole  comnnunity 
The  slave  is  trained  to  industry  ; and  he 
is  recompensed  by  kindness  and  human- 
ity, which  lighten  his  burden.  His  ma-v 
ter  is  his  guardian.  He  enjoys  the  rights 
of  conscience  and  worships  God  as  he 
chooses  The  gospel  sheds  as  bright  a 
lustre  on  his  path  as  on  that  of  the  white 
man  ; and  quite  as  great  a proportion  of 
them  become  believers  in  the  Saviour, 
and  are  admitted  into  the  communion  of 
the  Christian  church. 

Except  on  the  sugar,  the  rice,  and  the 
cotton  plantations,  at  the  south,  the  slave 
is  not  a profit  to  his  master.  Upon  a 
fair  calculation  of  debtor  ai.d  creditor, 
the  majority  of  them  would  fall  in  debt ; 
and  the  holding  of  them  is  moro  a mat- 
ter of  convenience  than  profit. 

A solemn  appeal  has  been  made  to 
the  Declaration  of  Independence,  as  if 
that  instrument  had  a bearing  upon  this 
question ; though  at  that  day,  and  long 
since,  slavery  existed  in  every  state  of 
the  Union.  That  sentiment  has  been 
quoted,  that  ail  men  are  created  equal ; 
that  they  are  endowed,  by  their  Creator, 
svijli  certain  equal,  unalienable  rights; 
among  which  are  life,  lioeriy,  and  toe 
pursuit  of  happiness.  This  sacred  truth 
should  be  engraven  upon  every  heart; 
for  it  is  the  foundation  of  all  civil  rights, 
and  the  palladium  of  our  liberties.  'J’he 
meaning  ol  this  sentence  is  defined  in 
its  application;  that  all  communities 
stand  upon  an  equality  ; that  Americans 
are  equal  with  Englishmen,  and  have  the  | 


selves  the  most  humane  policy  to  be 
pursued. 

But,  sir,  this  is  not  a question  of  sla 
very.  The  simple  question  involved  !■ 
this ; whether  I shall  have  an  equal  righ 
with  my  worthy  friend  from  Bennsylva 
nia,  (Mr.  Roberts)  to  remove,  with  in' 
property  (slaves  and  all)  to  Missouri, 
common  properly,  purchased  by  th 
common  treasure  of  the  whole  nation; 
and  whether  my  constituents,  the  citizens 
of  Kentucky,  siiall  enjoy  the  same  riglu 
witii  the  citizens  ol  Maine,  to  inheril 
this  common  pr'  perly,  with  all  their  el 
fee  Is.  I am  aware,  sir,  that,  by  some 
means,  this  question  lias  been  made  l< 
assume  the  appearance  of  a question  fot 
freedom  on  the  one  band,  and  slavery  oi 
the  other.  From  the  popular  txeiie 
w'.uch  has  manifested  itsellin  many  com 
iminitics  at  the  north,  1 am  unwarranleil 
ill  this  concliision.  The  mass  ol  society, 
in  every  section  of  our  countiy.  is  right 
eous;  and  I am  certaiti,  the  expression 
ol  their  scr.iinunts  upon  this  subject,  by 
such  worthy  and  honorable  citizens,  in 
so  many  popular  meetings,  has  Irecn  up 
on  this  mistaken  view.  Ithasnot  been  the 
Ute  clamor  intriguing  iioliticians,  striv- 
ing for  an  ascendein  y ol  power,  provo 
king  local  animosities  for  ambitions  pur 
poses  ; but,  from  a misapprehension  of 
the  main  question,  for  that  of  slavery,  1 
am  ready  to  acknowledge  that  they  bavt 
lewn  a zeal  in  the  cause  of  liberty 
which  docs  honor  to  their  hearts.  1 will 
mention  a case  in  point.  A very  wor- 
thy friend  of  mine,  who  was  always  an 
iiemy  to  slavery, and  had  made  person 
^ al  sacrifices  in  the  cause  of  eniaiicipa- 
light  to  organize  sui  h government  for  ; tioii,  was  of  the  opinion  that  congress  harl 


themselves  as  they  shall  choose,  when- 
ever it  is  their  pleasure  to  dissolve  the 
bunds  wnich  unite  them  to  another  peo- 
pl  . I'lie  same  principle  applied  to 
Missouri  will  defeat  tiic  object  of  gen- 
tlemen who  advocate  this  restriction.  i 

Could  this  principle  be  reduced  toj 
practice  in  relation  to  cveiy  human  be-! 
iog,  it  would  be  happy;  but  such  isthej 
character,  and  such  the  condition  of  man, 
that  it  is  pvrprtually  violated  by  every 
individual,  and  by  every  body  politic  ; — 
often  wantonly,  sometimes  through  ne- 
cessity. Every  state  irv  this  conlVdracy 
not  even  exeep  ing  the  great  and  unam- 
bitious state  of  Pennsylvania,  violates 
this  principle,  if  it  be  understood  ac 
cording  to  the  application  given  it  by 
gentlemen,  in  tnc  most  important  po- 
litical rights— be  eleciive  franchise  and 
the  qualification  for  office.  Tlie  organ- 
iz.aion  ol  every  department,  both  of  the' 
general  government  and  tlie  state  go- 
yernnienls,  infringes  upon  tliis  pviii'‘i- 
ple.  Difrerent  qualifications  arc  requir- 
ed in  diff  -rent  states  ; in  some,  a free-' 
bold  inheritance ; and  the  least,  in  tl-e 
most  deino-ratic  states,  are  age  and  res- 
idence. Aiul  s.iail  we  reject  a 3»ate  for 
y.;.  1011  ol  principle  ? However  un-' 

r.i.  i.iiiaie  it  w be,  this  .great  prin"iplc 
c'  equality  . lighiful  in  theory,  is 
• ' egai-ded  in  practice  ; 

aiiu  1 w,,i  i.uv  the  allegation,  when 
it  is  •uSbcrted,  that  necessity  often  justi- 
fies tlie  mcdsurc.  fnen,  sir,  let  impe- 
rious necessity,  iu  tins  case,  also,  prefer 
its  cl.  im  to  consideration. 

But  I am  at  some  loss  to  conceive  why

In  bis  reply, 
lie  denied  the  cliargc  of  liating  chai.gee 
Ins  sentiments  ; but  staled  bis  reasons 
iortl'.e  opircon  which  no  held,  in  u man- 
.ler  which  would  have  done  Imnor,  boi 
to  the  Head  and  heart  of  a legislator.  II. 
conceived  the  government  tobe  pledged, 
by  the  solemn  stipulation  of  the  treat' 
ol  cession  by  which  t4nil  territory  was 
acquired,  to  admit  them  into  the  Union  ; 
which  pledge  could  not  be  honorably  re 
deemed,  it  conditions  were  imposei, 
which  ilid  not  exist  in  relation  to  thi 
oiigiiial  states.  .-\s  slavery  therein  hai 
been  sanctioned  by  law,  w;  il-  it  remain 
eil  a territory  ; and,  as  ciliz:  ns  of  tin- 
slates,  lioidnig  shives,  bad  purchaser' 
lands  from  the  go'criimcn.t,  in  that  tciri 
tory,  under  the  cxpei  tation  of  removing 
to  it,  anti  improving  it  wii;i  their  slaves, 
he  conccivcrl  it  to  be  an  art  of  inj'  stir  - 
in  that  governnunt,  to  require  a condi- 
'ion  which  would  deprive  them  of  these 
benefi  s.  Tlie  power  of  Congress  to  ad- 
mit nC'V  stales  into  ilic  Union,  he  con 
cen  ed  t j be  no  other  than  that  of  ll; 
coiislitution  ; wnereby  everv  state, s - ad- 
mitted, must  retain  the  s.iine  sovoreitrn- 
ty  as  that  ret '.ined  by  the  stati  s wdiich 
forni.d  the  federal  compact;  and,  as 
tnos  slates  had  rcicrvcd  to  themselves 
the  power  of  sanctioning  or  abolishing 
slavery,  so  .Missouri,  on  becoming  a 
state,  could  no;  b conS'ittuioiiallv  de- 
prived of  tnal  power.  Th.is  r;  asoning,
